Postal service prepares 
for labour disruption

Unless Canada Post and the Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers (CUPW) mail carriers settle their 
differences, Didsbury may experience mail service 
disruptions after July 2. 

That is the date on which CUPW can call a strike or 
Canada Post can declare a lockout. 

On April 4, Canada Post filed notices of dispute 
with the federal minster of labour requesting con¬ 
ciliation in the negotiations. The action also set the 
date for the start of a possible strike or lockout. 

“The Canadian Union of Postal Workers and 
Canada Post have signed a memorandum of under¬ 
standing that live animals and pension cheques will 


be delivered (in the event of a strike or lockout),” 
said Barbara Lilly, the president of CUPW Local 818 
on June 15. 

Tire four inside workers in the Didsbury post office 
are part of a different CUPW bargaining unit and 
would continue to work, but may not have mail to 
distribute to local mailboxes, said Lilly. 

If a strike is called by the carriers, inside workers 
at the Calgary mail plant would continue to distribute 
mail to region.'il post offices. 

If the corporation locks out the workers, “every¬ 
thing shuts down, including the big mail sorting 
plant,” Lilly said. 

“Everything is up in the air," Ully said. Local 818 
includes the two rural-suburban mail carriers in 
Didsbury. There are 264 members in the local.

Distribution of the Revieir within the town of

employs a dedicated team of carriers to do this. 

For readers outside the town in the rural areas who 
receive their newspaper through Canada Post, the 
Review will be increasing the niuuber of copies avail¬ 
able at ;dl store and institution locations where the 
newspaper Ls normally distributed, where out-of-town 
readers can pick up t heir copies.

Transport Canada has suggested the Town of 
Bowden may want to have safety improvements 
done to a railway crossing in the community. 

The railway crossing in question is located on 
IT 1 ' Avenue, west of 20th Street 

Councillors and town staff are considering the 
idea but are leery, citing concerns about how 
expensive the project might be and how much of 
that bill the town might have to cover. 

A Transport Canada website says its Grade 
Crossing Improvement Program can fund up to 50 
per cent of the cost of such projects to a maximum 
of $550,000 per project 

“Contributions cover the cost of safety improve¬ 
ments only and do not include future maintenance 
costs. Responsibility for remaining costs must be 
negotiated by the involved authorities (usually rail¬ 
way companies and municipalities)," an overview 
Transport Canada’s website says. 

“The scope of the improvements is at the discre¬ 
tion of the Town of Bowden and could include 
flashing lights, bells and/or gates. The cost would 
depend on improvements decided by the town," 
Transport Canada spokeman Sean Best says. 

Applications to fund a project in 2017 must be 
received by Aug. 1 this year.

Dealing with door-to-door solicitors 


Gordie Howe played professional hockey in two 
eras, the post-war years named the Original Six after 
the six teams in the National Hockey League and the 
modem era of expansion and millionaire players. 

His career and post-career life defines what it 
means for an athlete to be a role model for kids. 

Bom in a Saskatchewan farmhouse and raised in 
Saskatoon, Howe worked summers in construction 
to help support his Depression-ravaged family before 
starting his hockey career while still an 18-year-old. 

Howe starred in an era 
when the less fortunate 
journeymen players faced 
gentle poverty after hockey, 
working as barroom boun¬ 
cers, living in cheap hotel 
rooms, battling alcoholism 
and dying young of ii\juries 
sustained before helmets. 

His signing bonus with the 
Detroit Red Wings in 1946 
was a team jacket and he 
was 23 years into his career 
before, spurred on by his 
wife Colleen, he insisted that 
the Red Wings give him a 
raise from $45,000 to $100,000 a year in the 1969-70 
season. 

When his career blossomed while he was in his 20s, 
the team won seven consecutive Stanley Cups from 
1949 to 1955. 

Howe's career paralleled that of NHL commis¬ 
sioner Clarence Campbell who feared that television 
would kill the NHL by allowing fans to stay at home 
to watch the games. 

However, powerful general managers such as Jack 
Adams of the Detroit Red Wings and Frank Selkie of 
the Toronto Maple Leafs brushed aside Campbell’s 
fears. 

Hockey Night in Canada was launched in 1952 with 
a 9 p.m. start usually well into the second period. 

Radio Canada broadcast Saturday night Montreal 
games in French. Foster Hewett became the voice of 
the Toronto Maple Leafs in English-speaking Canada. 

Howe became a national figure in Canada. Because 
of television, Canadians watched him play when 
Detroit was in Toronto or Montreal. 

In his personal life he was the faithful husband of 
one wife, whom he dated for four years and married 
in 1953. 

He was the father of two sons, Marty and Mark w ho 
entered the ranks of professional hockey and played 
with their father. 

He was also a loyal older brother to Vic who also 
played in the NHL for the New York Rimgers in the 
early 1950s. 

After hockey, Howe did not buy a car dealership or 
become a motivational speaker. 

He did not become a drinker or a politician - the 
well-beaten paths of other players from the Original 
Six era. 

He was not as wealthy as superstars of the Modem 
Era, although his campaign for fairer treatment trans¬ 
formed player compensation. 

But he and Colleen were good with their money 
and as modest as their means were, they were never 
reluctant to support causes. 

Howe knew only two things: hockey and family. 

And he did both so well that he became the hero 
of millions, including his hockey successor Wayne 
Gretzky, and a role model to both young and old. 

When he died June 10, his title. Mr. Hockey, was 
also his finest epitaph. 


I've noticed a real increase in door-to-door people 
this season.

In turn, I get as much of a 
description as I can and if I see a vehicle, I get 
the plate number. One person over and above the 
number I've mentioned came back four times that 
I knew of, and bombarded me with personal ques- 


What is wrong with society? 

We are asking the government to make a law giv¬ 
ing doctors the power to kill their patients. Is that 
what they trained for all those years in medical

I thought their mission was to heal and ease suf¬ 
fering. Isn’t that what “medical assistance in dying" 
means?

Or do you think that lethal injections 
are not violent? We banned them against criminals. 

Dying is a natural process, although admittedly, a 
difficult one. So is being bom, and we don't want to 
interfere with that process, do we?
